MAN CHAINED TO:

PRISONERS DEFY 
TRIBUNAL 


HE Military Tribunal (sitting at Collins 
Barracks, Dublin) yesterday sent to jail 
six young men from Tipperary who had 
been found guilty on charges relating to a 
a courtmartial, and of assaulting 
Sdward Kennedy. The prisoners were :— 
Wiliam Duggan, Kyleisk, Toomevara, who 
was sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment; 
Patrick Duggan, Kyleisk, Toomevara, nine 
months; 
John Gleeson, Killowney, Nenagh, nine 


months, 

Michael Spain, Kilruane, Nenagh, mine 
months; 

Stephen Gleeson, Rathnalee, Nenagh, six 
months; 


Thomas Power, Kenyon street, Nenagh, six 
months | 

\ll had been found guilty of contempt of 
court, in addition to the charges previously 
listed against them. 

Wilham Duggan, Patrick Duggan, John 
Gieeson and Michael Spain were charged on 
three counts with setting up and holding a 
pretended courtmartial on 5th September, 
1954, to “ try ” Edward Kennedy, Bunacum, 
Toomevara, contrary to the provisions of the 
Treasonable Offences Act, 1 Ó; the Duggans, 
Stephen Gleeson and Thomas Power were 
charged with assaulting Kennedy on 15th 
September, 1934; and all were charged with 
refusing to give an account of their move- 
ments and actions when questioned by Civie 
Guard officers. | 
. The prisoners, on being arraigned before 
the Tribunal, stood silent and refused to 
answer to their names. They were identified 
to the Court by Superintendent J. L. Murphy, 
and the appropriate charges were read over 
to each prisoner. No answer was made by 
the prisoners to any charge, and by direction 
of the President the plea of “not guilty ' 
was entered in each instance. The six pri- 
soners also refused to take seats in the dock, 
and remained standing throughout the trial, 
At the conclusion of the trial, the prisoners 
were brought to Arbour Hill military prison 
to serve their sentences there. 

[he prisoners were not legally represented. 
Mr. P. J. McEnery appeared to prosecute 
(instructed by Mr. J, 8. O'Connor, solicitor 
to the Attorney-General). 

Mr. McEnery, opening the case, said the 
charge against the accused men was a very 
Serious one, and was made all the more 
serious by reason of the fact that they had 
refused to recognise the Tribunal in any way. 
That appeared to have aggravated the 
offence which, the State hoped to satisfy the 
Court, the accused men had committed. That 
offence struck at the root of all organised 
government in the country. If that type 
of crime was allowed to prevail it would lead 
to chaos in the country. 

‘If the institutions of the State were to 
be made a mockery of, and imitated by 
another organisation which alleges that it js 
the established Government of. the country, 
it would be the end of all lawfully constituted 
government,” said Mr. McEnery. 


NONSENSICAL HEROICS 


“It might appear. to the public that 
the accused men are only guilty of nonsensical 
heroics, but unless that kind of thing is put 
down the country would be in a very serious 
position. The crime is that of holding a 
courtmartial in the name of the organisution 
known as the Irish Republican Army.” 


Four of the accused men were charged with 
purporting to set up this courtmartial. and 
actually setting it up, and assisting and 


taking part in that courtmartial. The other 
accused men were charged with incidents 
that took place after the courtmartial, and 
had reference to the execution of the sentence 
passed on Edward Kennedy. 

Kennedy, in the month of September Jast, 
joined the Volunteer Force. ‘When returning 
from Nenagh on the evening of Wednesday. 
5th September, he was set upon by a numbe: 
of men led. by William Duggan at Norwood 


Cross. He was brought to an old building 
to be tried for having been “ a traitor to the 
Irish Republic,” and for “joining -the 


Volunteer force and being in possession of 
firearms belonging to the I.R.A.’’ A number 
of people, including the accused men, were 
gathered in this building—an old schoolhouse. 
The bench consisted of a rude plank placed 


on stones. Patmck Duggan, one of the 
accused men, was the presiding “' judge.” 
The “ prisoner ” was Edward Kennedy, and 
he was asked if he wished to be defended. 
Kennedy said he would conduct his own 
defence. Evidence was taken, and the 
** judges " retired to a corner of the room. 
They re’arned and said that they found

REFUSED TO TESTIFY 


A witness, John Gleeson, was then called. 

The Registrar was about to swear him, 
and he said—‘‘I refuse to give evidence.” 

The President—Is he summoned as a wit- 
ness ! 

Mr, McEnery—Yes, sir. 
witness. 

The President warned the witness that if 
he did not give evidence he would have to 
be punished. 

Gleeson—I am not giving evidence. 

The witness’s remarks were greeted by 
aypiause from the prisoners. One man in the 
dock shoutwi—‘‘ Good old Jack; don’t heed 
these b—— traitors.” 

The President told the witness to leave the 
court, and ordered that he be detained in 
custody. 

Patrick Connolly, Toomevara, gave evi- 
dence of filing through the chain which 
secured Kennedy to the chapel gate railing. 

Superintendent J. L. Murphy, Nenagh, 
Tipperary, said that all the prisoners were 
arrested on Ist October. Thomas Power, 
Stephen Gleeson, John Gleeson and Michael 
Spain refused to answer almost every ques- 
tion. 

Sergeant P. Sullivan, Toomevara, said he 
interrogated the prisoners William and Pat- 
rick Duggan. Patrick said: “‘ I am a citizen 
of the Irish Republic,” William said he was 
a member of the I.R-A., and, as such, re- 
fused to make any statement or to recognise 
the witness’s authority. , 

“That is the case for the State,” said Mr, 
McEnery. “I don’t propose to say any- 
thing.” ! 

The President, addressing the prisoners, 
said: ‘‘You can now do any one of three 
things—give evidence on oath, give evidence 
not on oath, or you need not give evidence 
at all. 

The prisoners consulted among themselves. 

Michael Duggan—I am not going to give 
any evidence before this Court, but I wish 
to make a statement. 

The President—Well, you will not be 
allowed to make a statement unless it is 
relevant to the charges. You are not going 
to make a speech here. 

Michael Duggan—It will be relevant. 

The President—Wewill have to be satisfied 
of that. 

Michael Duggan—We make no apology, as 
soldiers ot the Republic, for any action that 
we haye' taken in enforcing discipline in our 
rare ge Kennedy joined and submitted 
yoluntarily to the discipline.

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IRISH HORSES IN 
AMERICA 
ARMY JUMPERS’ 
HISTO RIES 


RECORD-BREAKER 
IN TEAM 
—— -o@--— 


The following are short histories of the 
Free State Army horses competing in the 
international contests in New York and 
Toronto :— 

Shievenamon—Eighteen years old, she came 
to the Free State Army in 1922; she was an 
officer's mount, and did light work at the 
Curragh. She came to Dublin in 1924, hunted 
with the Ward Hounds, and in the summer 
time played polo in the Park. Then she 
went to the Army Equitation School; and 
has competed in every international show 
that the Free State has entered. Of many 


victories her most notable was to win the 


Duke of Connaught’s Cup at Olympia in 
1930. Again, at Olympia in 1934, she com- 
peted in seven events and won seven prizes 
Despite age, experience, and victories, she 
is still the most temreramental horse at the 
school. When travelling she has to have a 
separate box, because she has a playful habit 
of biting her colleagues of the te-m-—not 
from viciousness, but pure nervousness, 
Limerick Lace—From Limerick, aged eight, 
He is the winner of the World’s Champion- 
ship Trophy at Ballsbridge this year; winner 
of the 1,000 gns. stake at Chicago last year, 
and winher of the most remarkable number 
of awards. His value is enormous. 
Salmon Leap—From Waterford, aged seven. 
“If possible, we always carry a young 
horse with us to get experience of inter- 
national jamping. I expect him to do well,” 
said Colonel Hogan, captain of the team, in 
speaking of Salmon Leap, 


“ BRAINIEST HORSE” 


Blarney Castle—From Cork, aged nine, is 
the second eldest member*of the team. At 
Olympia this year, in. the contest for prize- 
winners, he put the French horse, Arachon 
— by the world's finest horseman, 
dieutenant Bizard), to four rounds. before 
Arachon won. Such a thing had never 
happened in the history of Olympia before. 
He helped to win the Nations Cup et 
Toronto in 1931 and 1933 by two faultless 
rounds. At Ballsbridge this year he won 
the military competition on the second day. 
At Lucerne he won the Swiss Cavalry’s 
Cup—the only horse out of sixty-nine to do 
two faultless rounds over thirty-two fences 
altogether—and eighty per cent. of the 
world’s finest jumpers were in that com- 
petition, ‘‘ He is the brainiest horse of the 
team, and the most reliable; he can be 
depended upon to win prizes more con- 
sistertly than any other,” ‘said Colonel 


Hogan. 
“Ireland's Own—From Westmeath, aged 
eight. His latest achievement was to create 


a record for a Lucerne competition, leaving 
Shevenamon to second place, The record had 
stood since 1909. He won outright the Holland 
Challenge Cup in 1932 at Olympia, 

Gallowglass—From Cork, aged seven. Won 
the individual championship of America last 
year, He made the fastest time ever recorded, 
and did it faultlessly. The record had pre- 
viously stood for fifteen years.

Tramore Bay—From Cork, aged seven, 
Competed at his first show at Olympia this 
year, and won the Irish Army Challenge Cup,

THREE CARS FACED WITH 
BAD WEATHER 


A journey of eight hundred miles—a. cir- 
cuit of the Irish coastline—was completed in 
under twenty-one hours, when a convoy of 
three Adler Trumpf cars returned to Dublin 
last night. 

They were sent off from the General Post 
Office at 10 p.m. on Tuesday, and it. was 
just 6.45 p.m. yesterday when they were 
checked in at the same place by Mr. Con 
Walsh. Mr. R. B. 8. Le Fanu and Mr. D. 
O'Clery were the drivers of the first car, 
which had already seen a_ considerable 
amount of service; Herr Georg Fasenfeld 
and Mr, P. Brogan and Mr. C. H. Manders, 
with Mr. H. D. Walsh, were the drivers of 
the other two. | 

The route taken was via Wexford, Cork, 
Killarney, Limerick, Ennis, Galway, Sligo, 
Derry atid Belfast, a distance of approxi- 
mately 800 miles, which was covered at an 
average speed of more than 40 miles per

drivers were delayed several times to answer 
questions by Civic Guards, who are guarding 
all the bridges in that area at night.

JOINT DIOCESAN COUNCIL 


' Mr, A. T. Barber, presenting the report 
of the Joint Diocesan Council (including the 
accounts), expressed deep regret at the death 
of Mr. A. D. Price, who was a great loss to 


the diocese. 


The total assets to the credit of the United 
Dioceses on 3lst December, 1933. Mr. Barber 
said, amounted to £684,057 4s 9d., as com- 


pared with £683,033 6s. 6d. on December ól, 
1932. The Stipend Fund had increased by 
£765 5s. 3d. The income of the Poor 
Parishes Fund amounted to £807. 16s. 4d., 
and charges upon it to £869 7s. 1d., leaving 
a debit balance of £61 10s. 9d. at the end 


of the 


£505 4s. Sd. for the previous year. 


The Council regretted to report that there 
was a very serious increase in the amount 


of the arrears ‘of parochial assessments. Tak- 
ing the amounts due on September ist last 
as compared with the same period for 1933, 
he found an increase of £302 8s. 10d., but 
since then £226 7s. 1d. had been received, 
reducing the amount of the arrears from 
£698 4s. lld. to £471 17s. 10d. i 

On behalf of the Synod, he expressed their 
high appreciation of the splendid services 
rendered by the office staff. (Applause.) 

In concluding his statement, he said that 
theré was no cause for depression or despait. 
Their finances were in a sound position, 
though the Poor Parishes Fund required 
strengthening. The future was all unknown; 
no one dared prophecy what was in store for 
them. Let them not be over anxious. Let 
those who were strong help the weak; let 
their poor and lonely ones feel the touch and 
throb of human sympathy, and realise that if 
they suffered others suffered with them. 

The Synod then considered the report. 


THE DISCUSSION 

After making the reference to the forthcom- 
ing resignation of the Ven. Harvey Stewart, 
Archdeacon of Dublin (reported on.Page 7 of 
this issue). Precentor E. H. Lewis-Crosby 
said that they all hoped that the depression 
in agriculture was only temporary. it must 
come to an end sometime. and if their farmers 
would only hold on tight they might be able 
to rejoice in their wisdom before long. 

The Rev. R. E. Weir, referring to the de-

EDUCATION 


The report of the Diocesdn Board of Eduv- 
cation for the year ended June 30, 1934, stated 
that the most important work which engaged 
the attention of the Board was the inspection 
and direction of the religious education given 
in the primary schools in connection with the 
‘hurch.

THE MINIMUM PRICE 


By the 1st November the regulations made 
> | by the Minister for Agriculture, fixing the 
minimum price to be paid for bullocks and 
heifers six months old and upwards purchased 
for slaughter for consumption in the Saorstat, 
will have come into operation. 
Saorstat victuallers who do not pay the 
minimum price will be subject to severe 
penalties, including cancellation of the 
registration of their premises, which would 
" | mean that they could not engage any longer 
in the victualling business. 
Undertakings are being obtained from 
exporters of cattle to the effect that they will 
pay for heifers and bullocks exported to Great 
ritain with fat cattle quota licences not Íess 
than the minimum price fixed ‘for similar 
cattle bought for home consumption, i 
Exporters who fail to comply with the 
undertakings given by them in regard to 
prices “will. not be considered in conneetion 
with. the distribution of licences in future. 
The Minister has powers to engage in the 
cattle trade, and he will not hesitate to use 
these powers if circumstances so demand. 
Whilst the Minister is prepared to take 
drastic measures to enforce the provisions of 
the Act, the producers of cattle for whose 
benefit the regulations are framed must. give 
every possible assistance in ensuring that at 
least the minimum price will be procured.

COMPENSATION FOR

For some time past the Council of the 
Ennis Chambe of Commerce has been en- 
deavouring to obtain compensation for damage 
done to lands and fences of small farmers 
as a result of the forced landing of the aero- 
lane ‘ Leonarda da Vinci '. at Clooneyogan, 
West Clare, last spring. It will be recalled 
that this "plane, piloted by Captain George 
Pond and Lieutenant Sabelli, was damaged 
when landing at Clooneyogan. Mechanics of 
the Free State Air Forte repaired the ‘plane. 
During the time occupied in effecting the 
repairs thousands of people visited the dis- 
trict and considerable damage was done to 
the lands by trespass, and as a result of the } 
levelling of a number of fences to permit of 
sufficient runwav for the machine to take off. 
In all the amount of damage done has been 
edtimated at between £100 and £150, Com- 
munications were sent by the Council to the 
Consul-Genera!s of the American and Italian

made good. A reply hrs now been received.

SIMPLE RUSE 
SUCCEEDS 
BLIND MAN AND “HIS 
‘MASTER'S EYE”

BLIND Prussian ex-Army captain, 
alleged to be the brains behind an 
anti-French spy system, has been captured 
and sentenced to imprisonment here. The 
story of his capture, together with that of 
his lieutenant, is one of the most exciting 
in the history of the French Intelligence 
Service. The two men are Johannes 
Rathke, an ex-captain of the German Army 
who is blind, and Aloysius Frischmann, 
(24), who is described as “ his master’s 

eye.” i 
The French Intelligence Service belieyes 
that the capture of these two men deals 
a smashing blow to an extensive industrial 
and military espionage service organised 
outside French territory. Police suspi- 
cions were aroused in March, 1934, when 
a man named Otto Balthe displayed great 
‘anxiety to get to know French officers and 
soldiers. Balthe is a German naturalised 
Frenchman. Early in July his flat was 
searched, and he himself detained by the 
Police. He is alleged to have confessed 
that lack of money led him to agree to 
supply a certain foreign Power with infor- 


mation. 
THE TRAP 

All the information he managed to 
gather was passed by word of mouth at 
secret meetings with his principals at a spot 
outside French territory, the appointments 
being. arranged under the guise of 
innocently worded business letters. asking 
for a meeting. The information Balthe 
supplied was so good that Rathke and the 
“ master’s eye’? met him personally. 

The French Intelligence Service, after 
they had arrested Balthe, made him send 
a telegram to Rathke asking for an urgent 
appointment for “ extra good news,” The 
appointment was fixed for 10 p.m. on July 
4th in a café at Hartgarten, a place just 
inside the French frontier. Little hopes 
were entertained of this simple ruse (the 
classic trap for spies) succeeding, but it 
| did. The café was surrounded, and when 
a large car with a foreign number plate 
drew up and a blind man was helped out 
by a young companion the police emerged

SENTENCES 

Rathke ‘was sentenced to eighteen 
months, Frischmann to two years, and 
another man, Karl Krupp, alleged to be 
the head of the whole affair, got the 
maximum sentence of five years.

In a leading article on the Governor- 
General's speech, The Times observes :— 
In Australia the Tariff Board have inter- 
preted the Ottawa Agreements with reser- 
vations which, if logically applied, would 
diminish. very seriously their. value for 
British manufacturers. The important 
thing, however, is not the theoretical but 
the practical interpretation. The Governor- 
General's speech says quite frankly that 
the Government adhere to a policy of 
national protection to uphold the primary 
and secondary industries of Australia. No 
Australian Government, it must be 
admitted, could follow any other policy 
without running counter to public feeling, 
but there is a world of difference between 
a protectionist policy framed in the spirit 
of the Ottawa Agreements and the old 
policy of excessive and undiscriminating 
protection. 

The next Imperial Conference is not due 
till the year after next, when, of. course, 
the whole Ottawa settlement will be 
reviewed by the Empire Governments in 
the light of their experience of its opera- 
tion and of economic developments since 
the Conference of 1932. There is no reason, 
however, why any of the Governments 
should await the gathering of, a formal 
full-dress Conference in order to discuss 
questions of vital and urgent importance 
to their peoples. , 

Indeed, it is clear on the face of it, that 
the task of adjusting the economic policies 
of the different countries to one another 
and to rapidly changing conditions cannot 
‘be reserved for conferences meeting at lon 
intervals, Continuous contact is require 
if the Government are not to fall out of 
step. Purely bilateral consultations do 
not meet the need. Some of the recom- 
mendations. in the New Zealand dairy 
report with regard to the British market 
for Dominion produce affect not only Great 
Britain and New Zealand, but other parts

Referring to the financial position of | 
the Free State, Mr. MackEntee said: We 
are much less trammelled and much less 
troubled than other countries are in this 
regard. I say that because [I know it is 
not unlikely that in a week or two an 
attempt will be made to create panic and 
scare conditions here. 

We stand, I repeat, as one of the 
strongest .

In regard to General O’Duffy, the best 
brains of the organisation are engaged in 
trying to answer the question, “ Did he 
fall or was he pushed.’”’ If one could 
only believe Deputy Belton, who is again 
practicing the art of polite letter writing, 
one would be justified in assuming that 
an old adept in the game of political in- 
trigue had: made General O'Duffy the 
victim of another of his ‘‘ secret agree- 
ments.” 


A CONTRAST 


The country had enjoyed sane and 
sound government since 1932, but no 
person could contend as much in regard 
to the Opposition. From July or August, 
1935, until September, 1934, that party 
was under the unchallenged and accepted 
leadership of General O'Duffy. During 
that period there had been outbreaks cf 
riot and turbulence at meetings up and 
down. the country, engenderéd by the in- 
flammatory language used on Blue Shirt 
platforms by the leader of the United 
Ireland organisation and his satellites, 
They had active campaigns against the 
payment of rates and the payment +f 
annuities.

A situa- 
tion was created in the country which 
might have eventuated in actual civil war 
but for the coolness and forbearance of 
the people’s Government. 

In the words of Professor Hogan (con- 
tinued the Minister), ‘‘ the . generally 
irresponsible, destructive and hysterical 
leadership of General O'Duffy” was 
allowed the fullest scope by the Opposi- 
tion so long as any hope remained that 
that leadership would bring down the 
Government. The local election results 
had sounded the death-knell of such hopes 
and the death-knell of General O’ Duffy. 
We might all learn to put no trust in 
sycophants or flatterers by taking up the 
back numbers of United Ireland, and 
reading the fulsome slush—which, no 
doubt, made General O’Duffy even vainer 
than God made him—in the articles in 
which he was boosted as a political oracle 
and the saviour of the Irish people. How 
much sincerity was there in all this 
hallyhoo? How much sincerity there was, 
or is, in the past or present declarations 
of the United Ireland politicians may be 
gauged by contrasting their past utter- 
ances mm regard to General O’ Duffy with 
statements like that made by Dr. 
O'Higgins in Port Laoighaise on Sunday 
last and reported in the Irish Times. 


UNITED IRELAND MIND 


é It is significant that Dr. O'Higeins said: 
For twelve months General O’Duffy’s 
acrobatics were covered up; his many con- 
tradictions were explained away; his 
hysteria behind the scenes was guarded as 
an executive secret,’’ 
There is one other sentence, said the 
Minister, in Dr. O'Higgins’s speech which 
is a striking manifestation of the real mind 
of United Ireland. ‘‘ Twelve months ago,” 
said Dr, O'Higgins, ‘‘ their hearts had 
been aflame because they had achieved a 
strong, solid and united front against Mr. 
de Valera.” That puts the whole of the 
United Ireland position in a nutshell—to 
be against Mr. de Valera no matter what 
he does, no matter what the country wants 
him to do, no matter whether it is for the 
country’s good or not. 
Opposition to Mr. de Valera remains the 
be-all and end-all of the United Ireland 
Party’s existence. Though General O'Duffy 
has been overthrown, his policy still 
remains as the policy of his one-time asso- 
ciates and friends. Mr. Cosgrave, in his 
recent speeches, has made that clear 
beyond denial. Fine Gael have rid them- 
selves of their wild, irresponsible, 
hysterical leader, but his wild, irrespon- 
sible, hysterical programme is still theirs.

BALLYBETAGH 
BOG 


ARCH/ZOLOGICAL 
EXCAVATIONS 


REMAINS OF IRISH ELK 


URING the month of July, and in the 
early part of August, extensive ex- 
cavations were made in the bog at 

Ballybetagh, near the Scalp, in County Dub- 
lin, as part of the Government’s scheme for 
the relief of unemployment. : 

How this famous site has acquired an in- 
ternational reputation as containing the 
richest known deposit of the remains of the 
Giant Deer or Irish Elk, and how it has now 
been scientifically examined, and the results 
of the examination are here described: The 
work was carried out under the direction of 
the Office of. Public Works, and the Govern- 
ment were fortunate in having as immediate 
supervisors, Mr, Anthony Farrington, B.E., 
of the Committee of Quaternary Research, 
and Mr. F, T. Riley. 

In 1845, during a drought, an effort to 
obtain water for certain mills then in opera- 
tion at Kilternan, Co. Dublin, was made by 
draining some marsh land that lay in a 
hollow at a level of 800 feet above the sea 
at Ballybetagh.- During the cutting of a 
trench through the marsh many fine heads 
and bones of the giant Irish elk were dis- 
covered, 


IMPORTANT. SITE 


The quantity. of bones, heads and antlers 
was so considerable that much attention was 
attracted, and at repeated times during the 
last ninety years excavations, scientific or 
otherwise, have been made at the spot with 
remarkable results. In all, parts of at least 
200 elks have been found. This has 
marked the site as the most important in 
Europe for the remains of this great pre- 
historic animal. 

The fortunate fact that in the present year 
the institution of a scientific committee for 
agen std research in Ireland coincided with 
the allocation of grants under the relief 
schemes for a ogical exploration gave a 
magnificent a ag for an authoritative 
investigation of the deposits at Ballybetagh. 
The Committee were able to afrange that Dr. 
Knud Jessen, Professor of Botany in the 
Royal University of Copenhagen, and Dr. H. 
Jonassen, who were in Ireland to take charge 
of the Committee’s research, should super- 
vise the scientific work at this site. The ex- 
cavations covered a period of five weeks, and 
during the greater part of this time some 

| twenty men were employed. 

The records of the earlier excavations gave 
evidence that these deposits preserved a ver 
complete record of the changes of climate in 
Ireland since the great Ice Age; when much 
of the country was covered with glaciers. 
During the post-glacial period the Irish elk 
flourished and died out, 

It is a remarkable fact that the elk re- 
mains are more plentiful in Ireland than 
anywhere else. What were the conditions 
under which the elk lived? During what 
period, and through what changes of climate, 
did it exist in Ireland? Was it contem- 
poraneous with early human occupation of 
the island? These questions and many others 
of botanical, zoological and geological interest 
will be answered when the material collected 
trá the excavations had been fully worked 
out, 


SOLUTION OF PROBLEMS 


Already, however, it is possible to give a 
prelimmary answer te some of the problems: 
At the bottom of the hollow lies a deposit 
of boulder clay which must have been laid 
down when glacier ice actually lay over the 
area, Above this 18 a layer of stony clay 
washed down from the hillsides after the ice 
had melted away. Neither of these deposits 
contains any remains either of plants or 
animals. Next in succession comes a thick 
bed of mud, in which remains of elk were 
found, This mud contains also the traces of 
water plants, which show that the climate, 
although still cold, had improved very much, 
From the constitution of the mud it can be 
inferred that the hillsides were completely 
covered with vegetation. Above the mud is 
a remarkable layer of sand and gravel with 
clay beds, in which was found a considerable 
variety of plant remains of definitely Arctic 
species. The climate had become very severe 
again, and the type of vegetation had com- 
pletely. altered. 

Although no elk remains were found in 
these Arctic beds the animal survived the 
cold period, for bones occur again in the next 
stratum, which is a limey mud characteristic 
of many of the shallow lakes which 
ultimately became filled up to form peat 
bogs. his mud is followed by a deposit 
formed almost completely of decayed plant 
remains and wood, which in turn merges 
into a peat containing the usual assemblage 
of modern plants,

No signs of human occupation were dis- 
covered, but the analysis of this very com- 
plete section. will enable a clear. chronolog 
to be established, which by comparison wit 
other similar sections will show the date 
of the elk relative to man. ©
